One of Canada's oldest regi- 
ments, the Lincoln and Welland, 
successors to the Lincoln Militia of 
1794, is again adding to its battle 
honors in France. It was antiounc- 
ed ‘Thursday by the Canadian 
Army Headquarters overseas that 
this district's own infantry unit ts 
in the thick of the tough fighting 
against Nazi armor in Normandy. 

ince it has been the practice of 


the "Lines" weni into the 
about on tne day of the 150th an- 
niversary of the regiment's found- 
ing—July 20th. 

Military sources bere doubted 
that there would be more than 100 
men, and very few officers from 
this district still with ihe old regt- 
ment. Since it wea mobilized four 
years ago, ita original complement 
has been fully trained and most of 
the men have been posted to other 
units which have been fighting on 
various battlefrons from Hong 
Kong to Italy long before France 
was invaded, 

However, it is known that there 
still are a number of boys fom 
Grimsby, Beamsville, St. Cathar- 
ines and the immediate district 
sharing the now honors which the 
regiment will add to its regimental 
colors.
